"Worcester fight was on September 3, 1651; the king was defeated, and fled, 
escaping, thanks to a stand made by Wogan, and to the loyalty of Mistress Jane Lane, 
and of any other faithful adherents. A jewel of [King] Charles's, the lesser George, 
was preserved by Colonel Blague, who intrusted it to Mr. Barlow of Blore Pipe House, 
in Staffordshire. Mr. Barlow gave it to Mr. Milward, a Royalist prisoner in 
Stafford, and he, in turn, intrusted it to Walton, who managed to convey it to 
Colonel Blague in the Tower. The colonel escaped, and the George was given back to 
the king. Ashmole, [as in the Ashmolean] who tells the story, mentions Walton as 
‘well beloved of all good men.' This incident is, perhaps, the only known adventure 
in the long life of old Izaak."
